native-born children of native parent- 
age is more than three times as great 
as among native children of foreign 
parentage," says Mr. Monahan. "largely 
on account of the lack of opportunities 
for education in rural America." 


The bulletin Is of special valuo at 


this time because It is a brief, clear, 
nohsensatlonal statement of the rural- 
rchool problem. It does not attempt to 
gloss over unpleasant facts- It givas 
full recognition to the positive ad- 
vance that has been made In many 
rural districts, and to improvements 
noiv under Tvayr but in general finds 
conditions far from satisfactory. 


Among other things, Mr. Monahan 


finds 226,000 one-teacher schoolhouses 
in the United! Slates, of which 5000 are 
}QS buildings still in active use. 
Al- 


though more than €0 per cent, of tha 
children ID the United States are en- 
rolled in country schools, the rural ag- 
gregate attendance is only 51 per cenL 
The school buildings and grounds In 
most country districts are in a condi- 
tion that Is only approached by "homes 
of the most shiftless residents of thn 
district," and the average teaching; In 
th^sc one-teacher schools is of very 
loiv crrade.
